Dear Howard: Was glad to receive your letters. The delivery here is 
terrible. Your letter of July 4 and July 18 arrived at the "same time. 

That is I mean they were delivered to me at the Hotel on the same day. 

I know that all foreign mail is being censored and do not object but 
I don't understand why there should be any reason to hold them up after 
they have been checked. 

I am feeling fine and looking forward to leaving for 
Rome on August 4. Will see Leu in Lucerne on your account and will 
visit our friends Munzen & Medallion in Basil. While I understand your 
reluctance in breaking up your German thaler collection into parts 
I believe Leu is the best people to handle the rarities and I am quite 
sure that the modern coins will bring MORE in USA than they do in 
Germany. Collectors there have the modern coins but either"lost or had 
to sell their better coins to live during the war. Also many collection 
were looted during the war and occupation. Many business men are getting 
rish and there are many collectors who will buy coins if they are made 
available. However, we can discuss this matter when I return which I 
hope will be about August IS. 

Am very much interested in the Kays collection and hope you 
can get it for our Spring auction. From your letters I take it that you 
have put in eight days in the cataloguing and have been paid #300 your 
regular fee for six days. However, the job is not finished as part of the 
collection has not been located. Therefore, I suggest that you tell the 
Trust Company that you will give them whatever time is necessary to finish 
the job of cataloguing the missing coins if they ere located ( as I air. sure

Hate to say this but if the Calico 
matter gets rough we may have tyo change our plans and ask you to return to 
New York Sept 1 instead of the 15th. Give my regards to Helen. Did she have 
her operation? Give my regards to Dr Katz when you see him.yf still think he 
will be a collector again. Be well and will see you soon/ /
